manager of the federal telegraph of- 
fice, was struck on the head by a block 
of stone and badly injured. The ut- 
most panic pievails everywhere, and 
people aie fleeing to the open country.

intervals, and many minor 


shocks are completing the work ot de- 
struction of the first earthquake 
All 


U'lfgruph communication with the out- 
hide -world ceased shortly after 11 "0 
o'o'ock Sunday night, when the first 
shock was lelt. The telegiaph oper- 
ators have installed temporary quar- 
ters in an opeu square and are v. ark- 
ing -with the sky for a roof. 


Chllpancmgo's population is about 


7,r>00, and until the panic into \shich 
llio citizens have been thrown abates, 
it will be impossible to state accurate- 
ly to Just what extent the recent 
earthquake has decreased it The pop- j 
nlation of the citv of Chilapa is 15,000, 
and that place is the home of the 
bishop of the Catholic church 


Word has reached here that the 


town of Cliilapa, 42 kilometers to the 
northeastward, has also been de- 
stroyed 
As yet no details have been 


received as to the number of the dead 
and wounded, but it is expected that 
the number will be large. 


Midway between the cities of Chil- 


pancingo and Chilapa is located the 
city of Tixtla 
This is a prosperous 


and progressive community and a? no 
word has been received from that 
place it is feared that it also has been 
destroyed

ments of the earthquake Tixtla would 
bo in its direct line, and if tho city 
has escaped it has been onlv by a 
miracle.

mouth TreatySs Ac-

St. Petersburg, April 1G. — Dis- 


patches received from Tokyo and Pe- 
Idng show that the evacuation of Man- 
churia by the Russians and Japanese, 
as agreed to under the Portsmouth 
treaty, and the repossession of that 
vast domain by China, has been ac- 
complished tinder the terms of the 
agreement between Russia and Japan 
fixing April 15 as the limit of time for 
the actual transfer 


The expiration of the limit for the 


evacuation of Man£huria by the Rus- 
sian and Japanese tioops finds not a 
single soldier oi the Russian military 
establishment left in Manchuria. The 
railroad guards, approximately 8,000 
men, as provided for by the tieaty, 
are commanded by Goneral ChicagofC 
and are attached to the ministry of 
lailroads^'and not to the war depart 
njf-nt. 
The functions of the guards 


are confined strictly to the railroads 
The policing of the country and the 
suppression of Chinese bandits have 
been turned over to Chinese troops. 


Though the final results of the Rus- 


sian negotiations with China for the 
rp establishment of the Chinese cus- 
toms houses and T\ith Japan for 
treaties of commerce and fisheries, 
which will round out the Portsmouth 
treaty, have not been maintained, both 
negotiation^ are proceeding satisfac- 
torily. 


Count Witle, the negotiator of the 


Portsmouth 
treaty, has now with- 


drawn almost entiiely from public life 
except in the minor lole of a member 
of the council of the empire. 
When 


questioned regarding the evacuation 
ot Manchuria, he said he was out of 
touch with diplomatic affairs, but the 
prompt evacuation of the Chinese ter- 
ritory -ft as no surprise to him.

Hewed to the Line. 


£bout six years ago an elderly offi- 


cial at Washington made the discovery 
tliat these miserable pirates were loot- 
ing the government—and that means 
the people, you and me and the rest— 
of vast tracts of land. The official was 
Ethan Allen Hitchcock, secretary of 
the interior. Mr. Hitchcock has served 
a little more than eight years in that 
cabinet position. He is a quiet, dlgni- 
lied old gentleman, now in his seventy- 
second yuar. lie has not been tt fussy

"Assassin," according to Dr. Mur-
